As you are amare there have been for some time past attacks in the Austrian 
Press on DS. Camps in general, So far representatives of the Austrian Press 
have not been given access to visit these cams, nor,as far ac I know, have they 
been briefed in the matter by any form of press conference or hand out. T 
suggest that it may be advantageous to allow the Austrian Press to visit certain 
Dw. Compo, particularly those on the Southern Frontier at Leibnits and Strass, 
In ny view, we have nothing to hide and in fact the administration of these cams 
is of such a high standard that publicity in the Austrian Press might do a great 
deal of good. There may be a danger that certain sections of the Press make use 
of the numbers of mle Jugoslavein these camps and of the fact that many of them 
are directed to labour in the Frontier Zone for their own political ends, £ 
feel, however, that this possible disadvantage would be wore than outweighed by 
the more reasonable attitude which may be expected from the 0.V.P. and Socialist 
papers. If you agree that this sugsestion would be advantageous I will arrange 
for the local Press to be briefed on the subject and to be taken on a sponsered 
visit to the Camps mentioned,
